MARRIED WOMEN MUST USE

Frankfort, Ky„ Fob. 23. — "Where a 
married woman is Interested in a bus- 
iness separate from that of her hus- 
band, she must use her own Christian 
names instead of signing the initials 
of her hue band," says a warning Is- 
sued by W. M, Van Hoose. Corporation 
clerk in the ofiiee of Secretary of 
State Fred Vaughn. He said thai many 
corporation papers had tt. be returned 
for correction because married women 
Insisted en signing their husband's 
initials Instead of their own. 

"Under the Kentucky laws a woman 
may contract, sue and be sued sep- 
arately from her husband, When she 
operates or Is Interested in a business 
in which tho husband has no inter- 
est," said Mr. Van Hoose. "In such 
cases it is not fair to the husband that 
he should be held responsible for her 
debts or debts of concerns with which 
lie has no personal connection, Bui 
where the wife signs her husband's 
initials lie can be held responsible for 
her debts, and for this reason she 
should use her own name. 

"Many attorneys throughout the 
stato apparently overlook tills ques- 
tion In preparing coroporatlon papers. 
In such cases the issuance of charters 
is delayed and extra expense incurred, 
for the papers have to be returned to 
the organizers for correction.

THE PTOPOSE OF THE ANTI-STRIKE BILL. 

"There are many men of radical tliotiRht who coneede non nllcR- 
iance to the laws under which they live," declares Hon Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr. "They proceed to break them whencnver the spirit 
moves, they are forcibly ivst rained by officers of the law. There arc 
others who, while not as radically inclined as the former class, de- 
clare that they owe no duty towurd society in general, and claim per- 
feet freedom to do as they please so long as they do not actually break 
the peace. 

"In line with his other attacks on the railroad anti-strike hill and 
the Each-Cummins transportation act, Mr. (Jompers declare* that 'no 
law to compel workmen to work against their will or under condi- 
tion detrimental to their welfare or health can be enforced. 

"That sort of an nargument, conveying as it does a mistinterpre. 
taation of tl.e anti-strike bill, eaarrics an aappeal to those who have 
a wrong; conception of the meaning of Freedom. 

"There are forms of industry that have become known as public 
utilities because of the direct dependence of the public upon them 
for continued life and comfort. Telephone and telegraph compan- 
ies, gas and electric light companies, and steam and electric railroads 
are examples. Any concern of that character may be entirely tin- 
property of private individuals, hut the law says that its service must 
be continuous and that its owners shall not be free to shut down their 
plant whenever it may suit them to do so. The activity of the public 
utility has become so necessary a part of the public welfare of the 
community that its sudden stoppage would bring disaster and prob- 
able loss of life. The interests of the people as a whole demand un- 
interrupted service. 

"There has never been any complaint against a law that compels 
the owners of public utilities to give constant service. Hoth the own- 
ers and the rest of the people recognize its necessity if our social 
structure is to remain. The so-called wage earning class woidd be 
the very first to complain were the facilities afforded by the public 
utilities suddenly denied them. Yet Mr. (Jompers takes the aston- 
ishing postion that a law putting a limitation upon the actual owners 
of a utility must not be made to apply against the men who work for 
those owners and upon whose uninterrupted labor the utility's serv- 
ice depends. 

"It is estimated that the number of railroaad stockholders is 
050,000. but many of them are banks, insurance companies, trust com- 
panies and other big corporations. Every bank depositor, policy 
holder, trust beneficiary, and owner of corporation stock is, there- 
fore, the ownner of an equity in the rail stock held by those concerns. 
'It has been stated,' says the Bureau of Railway Economies, 'that tin- 
ownership equties of the American railways are in the hands of more 
than 50.000,000 people.' N T ow, the law demands and society requires 
that those people shall keep their properties in continuous operation 
for the benefit of all. 

"In 1919, the latest figures available, there were 1,977,616 rail- 
road employees. Mr. Gompers undertakes to say that while a law 
may protect, the whole nation against the action of practically half 
of the people, it is impotent to provide similar protection against tin- 
action of the comparatively insignificant number of employees. No- 
body, seeks to abridge the freedom of an individual employee to <|uit 
work, but when a conspiracy is manifest by which an organized group 
of workmen seek to cripple transportation to attain their own si-lfish 
ends, it is time for the Government to step in and restrain the forces 
t.f labor precisely as it has restrained the forces of capital. That is 
all that the anti-strike bill now pending in Congress seeks to do." 

SYNTHETIC MILK. 

It is reported that Thomas A. Edison and Henry Ford believe 
that synthetic milk, milk produced in the chemical laboratory, may 
become a common article of food, and that cows may pass into disuse. 

We cannot conceive how Henry Ford's opinion in a matter of 
this kind can have any value- He is as ignorant of the processes of 
the chemical laboratory as he is of rhetoric and grammar, which is 
saying a good deal in the light of his cross-examination during the 
trial of his suit against a Cehicago newspaper. 

Mr. Edison is in a different class. His judgment carries greal 
weight. With many persons it appears decisive. 

But Mr. Edison did not commit himself in this instance beyond 
saying, when asked about the discovery of synthetic milk, that it is 
possible that in the future milk may be produced in the laboratory. 

Synthetic milk, as a matter of fact, was being manufactured be. 
fore the war. German chemists had solved the problem The milk 
which they made contained every known element in corn's milk. Hut 
unfortunately it lacked some unknown element without which it was 
worthless. That quantity, more powerful, it was discovered, than 
any known poison, only perservative of live rather than destructive 
of it, is not known today. Synthetic milk without it. is not true milk 
at all. Nature furnishes something which man has not identified. 

The (ierman chemists, in their experiments, fed the laboratory 
product to white mice, and they drooped and died. With a small por- 
tion of cow's milk added they throve. With the residum left after 
every known element in cow's milk had been extracted, added to 
synthetic milk, they were perfectly nourished- 

Scituce may yet put its finger upon this mysterious substance, 
and create a commercial product by laboratory methods which will 
take the place of milk. But it would seem the better part of wisdom 
to keep the cows and improve the breed, for at least, a few years

More 
dairy hams are needed, better cows, 
more silos and separators .more feed 
grown, more alfalfa and blue grass 
sown and better plnces for watering 
the stock. 

In the dairy barns should be a con- 
crete floor on which to mix a balanced 
ration of feed. 

Cows to pay must be good ones and 
fed systematically that the flow of 
milk may be kept up. 

Cow lots In which to feed are neces- 
sary that the manure may all be saved 
to top dress Hi meadows and corn 
fllekls.

DIES AT LOUISVILLE. 

Louisville, Kyy., Feb. 23. — Milton 
H. Smith, President of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Company, died 
at his home hero Tuesday after a heart 
attack. 

Mr. Smith had been ill for several 
months, and his death was not unex- 
pected.

NOW PRACTICALLY 
DECIDED UPON 

Tentative Cabinet Anemiced Bj the 
President -elect is Made Up of 
Srtonir Hindi— Hoover 
In List. 

St. Augustine, Fla,, Feb. 23. — Presi- 
dent-elect Warren G. Hardinn lias 
reached a tentative decision on every 
place In his cabinet. 

Unleu there are last minute 
Changes the official circle of the next 
administration will he composed of 
these men: 

Secretary of State— Charles Kvans 
Mushes, of New York, former Rovern- 
or, Justice of the Supeme Court and 
Republican nominee for the Presi- 
dency. 

Secretary of the Treasury— Andrew 
w. Mellon, of Pennsylvania, a hanker 
and financier, member of a family re- 
puted to be among the wealthiest in 
the country'. 

Secretary of War.- John W. Weeks, 
of Massachusetts, former I nited 
States senator, and In 1H16 a candidate 
for the Presidential nomination. 

Attorney General— Harry M, Daugh- 
erty, of Ohio, who managed the pre- 
c. .mention campaign resulting- in Mr. 
Harding'! nomination. 

Postmaster General— Will H. Hays, 
Of Indiana, chairman of the Repub- 
lican national committee. 

Secretary of the Navy— Edwin Den- 
by, of Michigan, a former member of 
Congress who has served as an en- 
listed man in the navy and marine 
corps, 

Secretary of the Interior -Albert II. 
fall, of New Mexico, now a I 'nited 
States senator. 

Secretary of Agriculture — Henry 
Wallace, of Iowa, editor of farm publi- 
cations. 

Secretary of Commerce — Herbert C. 
Hoover, of California, former food ad- 
ministrator and conspicuous leader 
In various movements for European 
relief. 

Secretary of Labor — James J. Davis, 
of Pennsylvania and Illinois, a former 
union steel worker who lias become 
highest official in the Moose fraternity 

If chanues are made they are most 
llkekly to nffect the appointment', for 
navy, commerce, and labor, all of 
which are understood to have come to 
the point of decision in the last 24 
hours. 

In regard to none of these has there 
been an exchange, of formal invitation 
and acceptance, but in every rase the 
selections made by Mr. Harding are 
expected by his closest associates to 
stand. 

Assignment of the navy portfolio to 
Mr. T)enby. who is a Detroit lawyer, 
furnished the first real surprise or the 
cabinet situation, for his name had not 
been mentioned publicly in connection 
with the place until today. It is un- 
derstood that from the first he has 
been under consideration, however, 
and was held in reserve for just such 
a rontinL"mv as Mr. Hardinis faced 
last wck when former Governor 
Frank O. Lowden. of Illinois, declined 
to be considered for the navy secre- 
taryship.
